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Illinois  drivers  licenses  and  identification 
cards  issued  after  January  1 ,  1  986  will  have  a  new 
look  and  will  be  color-coded  to  help  merchants 
identify  drivers  under  21.  In  addition,  the  new 
licenses  will  include  additional  security  features 
making  them  virtually  tamper-proof. 

The  distinctive  new  drivers  licenses  are 
designed  to  reduce  drinking  and  driving  by  assist¬ 
ing  persons  selling  and  serving  alcoholic 
beverages  to  identify  persons  who  are  underage. 
Persons  under  age  21  will  receive  a  license  or  ID 
with  a  bold  red  border  and  a  red  background 
behind  the  photo.  The  words"UNDER  21 "  are  also 
displayed  prominently  on  the  front  and  back  of 
the  license. 


A  new  law,  effective  January  1 ,  1 986,  enables 
my  office  to  issue  the  new  distinctive  licenses  and 
ID's.  Drunk  driving  is  the  leading  cause  of  death 
among  teenagers.  The  new  color-coded  drivers 
licenses  will  play  an  important  role  in  reducing 
highway  deaths  among  the  750,000  Illinois 
drivers  under  age  21 . 


Every  year,  the  use  of  fraudulent  identification 
results  in  millions  of  dollars  in  losses.  A  new 
security  laminate  on  all  drivers  licenses  and  ID's 
issued  after  January  1 ,  1  986  will  make  them  much 
more  difficult  to  alter. 


All  Illinois  drivers  and  ID  card  holders  will 
automatically  receive  the  new  color-coded  li¬ 
censes  at  their  next  renewal. 
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ILLINOIS  DRIVERS  LICENSES 
AND 

IDENTIFICATION  CARDS 

Beginning  January  1 ,  1  986,  all  Illinois  drivers 
licenses  will  be  color-coded  to  aid  in  the  iden¬ 
tification  of  drivers  under  age  21.  The  Illinois 
identification  card,  issued  for  identification  pur¬ 
poses  only,  will  also  have  the  new  design  and 
color  coding.  All  licenses  and  ID's  will  have  the 
new  design  by  1  991 . 

Under  legislation  effective  in  1  984,  this  office 
began  issuing  drivers  licenses  which  are  valid  for 
four,  rather  than  three  years.  Four-year  licenses 
will  be  phased-in  by  1987  according  to  a 
schedule  based  on  the  drivers  license  expiration 
date.  All  identification  cards  are  valid  for  five 
years. 

AGE  21  AND  OVER 
Look  for  the  WHITE  background 

Beginning  January  1,  1986,  persons  age  21 
and  older  will  be  issued  distinctive  new  color- 
coded  drivers  licenses  and  identification  cards, 
identifiable  by  the  white  photo  background.

Beginning  January  1,  1986,  persons  under 
age  21  will  be  issued  distinctive  new  color-coded 
drivers  licenses  and  identification  cards,  identifi¬ 
able  by  the  red  border  and  the  red  photo  back¬ 
ground.  The  notation  "UNDER  21 "  will  appear  on 
both  the  back  and  front  of  the  license  and  ID.  The 
new  "UNDER  21"  licenses  and  ID's  will  expire 
three  months  after  the  person's  21  st  birthday.

"UNDER  21"  RENEWALS 

Persons  under  age  21  who  renew  their  drivers 
license  or  ID  before  reaching  age  21  will  be  issued 
an  "UNDER  21 "  license  or  ID  which  expires  three 
months  after  their  21st  birthday.  Persons  with 
drivers  licenses  or  ID  cards  that  expire  on  their 21  st 
birthday  may  not  renew  early.  However,  the  expira¬ 
tion  date  of  the  license  or  ID  will  be  extended  by 
three  months.  A  sticker  issued  with  the  renewal 
notice,  at  no  fee,  will  be  applied  to  the  back  of  the 
drivers  license  or  ID  card  for  this  purpose. 


SPECIAL  DUPLICATE  '  UNDER  21" 
DRIVERS  LICENSE  AND  ID  CARD 


Special  duplicate  and  corrected  licenses  and 
ID's  will  be  issued  to  persons  under  age  21, 
whose  original  license  or  ID  was  issued  prior  to 
1986  and  who  have  lost  the  card  or  want  an 
address  change.  The  special  duplicate  license 
and  ID  cards  will  have  a  BLUE  photo 
background. 


USING  FAKE  IDENTIFICATION 

It  is  a  federal  offense  to  make  or  use  fake  iden¬ 
tification  cards.  The  penalties  for  making  a  fake  ID 
card  are  a  maximum  fine  of  $25,000  and  up  to  five 
years  in  prison.
